His statement that ‘pots and latrines 
ate emptied daily’ is one of those things 
that only a griffin could or would suy. To 
show how utterly mistaken he is, lot any 
one sxoop down unexpectedly on 6 Chinese 
temple of nature in his own back-pard or at 
the foot «f hisparden. Or Jet bim take post 
on a veraudah commanding 0 good viow 
of a Chinese row of roofs, Botter still let 
him, between the houra of, 5.30 and 6 30 
a.1a. closely saporvise the emptying of the 
pots, Ho will find little freah matter. 
Hore, as elaewhore, the Chinaman ocono- 
mises in o way that no fallow can under- 
stand. Tho number of visits por week is 
roltled, and by emptying the potaof cortain 
houses every second or third day much 
early annoyance of tho farnily’s slumbera is 
avoided; and the material. is moro pearly in 
the atate dear to the soul of the Chinese 
agrioaltarists, Thet the product is ro- 
moved at onte by boats apy pedestrian 
on the Pok-fa-lem or Shau-ki-wan roads 
will at once dispute, Bubonic fever and 
its connection with exorcta is a matter 
of no moment to me, but if the inf-c- 
tion is disseminated by emanations from 
tho breath aud skin ‘chifly,’ all schvols 
oaght to bo elesed, and ail proaching io 
pallsand chapels prohibited. ‘Phe reasvn of 
the femoral and inguinal bubocs in the men 
of the Shropshire Regiment must bo cloar 
to all who caw them at work, Drossed in old 
whites or other worn clothing, often without 
boots at all, slmust invarisbly with bouts 
wulaced and feet soaked with water from 
thy fuors and walls they wore cleansiux, 
thoy bad evary chance totake the infection.

Io his remarks on Enteric Fever ho ap- 
rears to be unaware that tho wwator-carri+ 
age ayatem of tha dispoail of excreta 1s uni- 
versal here. From 4.30 am. onward, the 
night-soil covlies empty and wash tho pight- 
auil pots over the gratings of drains. Where 
such drains arc on the premises they do 
this washing regolarly and aafely. In’ the 
street oven, aay molestation is taro, ssve 
by on covasional reaident of ultra-energatio 
temperament who is up earlier then 
the Sanitary Board ataff, At six o’clock 
our akeleton force of police is busy with re- 
lief of beuts, aud the work of passing 2'% 
{in some cases all) of the excreta into the 
powers, goes meitily on. 

Thess remarks ato but casua) and ere 
only made in sof-defence. Soon, old and 
worn, I must spaced homeward, for I'll try 
ot least to die in peace, and not pase to the 
spirit land amid the clang and wail of Obi- 
nese discord,’ falsoly termed music, and tho 
toast of crackers. And I want no girl cf 
the period putting me-forward as the awful 
example of a bachelor, who apent a lifetime 
as euch where family life was prevalent, 
who drank whiskoy where thery were no 
amells, vas broken down. by entetic fever 
where theta was no system uf disposal of 
exoreta by wator-carriage, and came home.
